FIERY SPIDER LI'iiBHIfZ 


We herei-;lth present to our readers and 
to the v/orld the most sensational photo¬ 
graph of our century. It is.,.to be 
suro,,,not "April Fools" joke 

but only can guess the real secret of 
the "fiery spider" v;hlch appeo-rs in the 
border province of Stelemark, In short, 
here are the facts: On the night of 
Tuesday March Ist to u'ednesday March 2nc 
at lo30 an,, a reporter of the "Montag" 
nowsp-aper at Leibnitz saw a mysterious 
flying object at only fifteen meter 
height (approx 45 feet-G«D,) and shot 
a photograph of it, ii^ith this he achi¬ 
eved a most exact picture for identifi¬ 
cation of the mysterious flyiiig saucer.

made our own thorough examinations be¬ 
fore we published this sensational 
photograph. Our staff reporter, the

Edgar Schedelbauer was visiting his old 
father in T/ildon and left after 1 am, 
for home on his motor-bike, A blood 
test vrould have shown that he had no 
alcohol. The headlight of his motor¬ 
bike lighted up the street inhere every 
stone vras knov; to him. Suddenly between 
Labuttendorf and St, Volt am Vogau,,, 
he noticed over the forest an unusual 
light coning from the direction of 
Radkersburg, Schedelbauer’s first 
thox:«ght v;as *a falling star’ (a.nd one 
should wish somethingT but no, this is 
much bigger and much too light to be 
the noon and besides does not nove that 
fast, ii.t a height of twenty meters the 
circling miracle crossed an open field 
parallel to the street, then came in a 
half circle (arc) even lovrer, and then 
stood still beside the street at a 
height of fifteen neters, 

SIX TO SEVEN SECONDS 


The former soldier in Schedelbauer com¬ 
manded full cover, but the reporter in 
him was stronger. He dropped the motor¬ 
bike in the ditch, opened the cover of 
his camera \;hlch he v/as carrying around 
his nock,..and shot it. For about six 
to seven seconds the puzzling flying 
saucer v/as at a standstill over the 
road. It appeared milky vdilte glovrlng 
like a "fiery spider," Schedelbauer 
noticed distinctly the heat coming from 
the saucer. Suddenly the fiery spider 
vrent dark. Her muffled engine sounds 
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crian^ed to a roarp ainllar to the sound 
of jot planeSj and she disappeared 
aj^ain In tho direction of Radkersburgo

V/aahingtfin—Feb.27 (UPI) Phe Air Force 
has sent Its oommanda a new v/arning to 
treat sightings of UFOs as '‘serious 
business" directly related to the 
nation’s defense, it was learned today. 
An A,F, spokesman confirmed issuance of 
the directive after portions of it were 
made public by a private 'flying saucer 
researcjki group, fha new regulations 
were Issued last December 24th« 

The regulations, updating similar ones 
in the past, outlined i)rodecurea and 
said that Investigntlons and analysis 
of UFOs are directly related to the 
Air Force's responsibility for the de¬ 
fense of the United States, Existence 
of the documents was rovealed by the 
National Investigations Committee on 
Aerial Phenomena (NICAP), The big-name 
privately-financed committee accused 
the Air Force of deception in publicly f 
describing UFO reports as delusions & I 
hoaxes while sending the private admon¬ 
ition to its commands. 

Vice Adm. H.Iia Hlllenkoetter (Ret,), a 
NIOAP board member and former director 
of the Central Intelligence Agency, 
said a photo-copy of the inspector 
general's warning had been sent to the 
Senate Space Committeec 
"It is time for the tiJuth to be brought 
out in open congressional hearings,'* 
he said. An A,P, spokesman said it was 
put out by Major Q-en. Richard iii, 

O'Keefe, acting inspector general at 
the time, to call a.ttentlon to revised 
Air Force regulations concerning UFOs, 
The AoF, has investigated 6,312 reports 
of UFOs since 1947, including 183 
during the last six months of 1959ii. 
rne latest A.F, statement, issued a 
month ago, said "no physical or materi¬ 
al evidence, not oven a minute fragment 
of a so-called flying saucer, has over 
been found," Ilillonkootter said that 
"behind the scenes, high-ranking A,F, 
officers are soberly concerned about 
the UFOs," "But through official 
secrecy and ridicule, many citizens 
are led to believe the unknown flying 
objects are nonsense," the retired 
aclmlral said, lie added that "to hide 
the facts, tVie A.F, has silenced its 
personnel" through issuance of a 
regulation, "Veteran airline pilots 
and other technically trained obser¬ 
vers have been diacredltod," he said, 
"Hundreds of authentic reports, many 
confirmed by radar or photographs.

Air Force concern v?lth these sightings 
is threefold. First of all, is the 
object a threat to the defense of the 
United States? Secondly, does it con¬ 
tribute to technical of scientific 
knowledge? The third point cited, MICAP 
said, vxas the question of how to explain 
the sightings to the public, NICAP said 
the Inspector General "predicted that 
UFO sightings 'Will Increase, causing 
public apprehension," Investigating

A Cincinnati advertising executive and 
'flying saucer" expert says an A,P, 
order to treat UFOs as serious business 
is better late than never, "This is the 
first breakthrough into official gov't 
secrecy about fehe saucers, and it's high 
time," declared Leonard Stringfleld, 
advertlais^ manager for DuBols Chemical 
Inc, Mr, Stringfleld says his telephone 
has been Jingling since the A»F, orders 
to quit pooh-poohing saucer reports was 
revealed Saturday, "Most callers \mnt 
to know why there's been a dropoff in 
local sightings", he said. "Reports 
I VG received from a network of resea.rch- 
ero sliovfs sightings o.re geographically 
concentrated. Recently they've been 
concentrated over Japan and the south¬ 
west Pacific near Australia and l^ew 
2oala,nd. Military sightings are all 
classified secret, but we ha.ve had reli¬ 
able reports from commercial airline 
pilots o-nd other dependable sky—watchers, 
Mr, Stringfleld believes saucers are 
controlled behlcles from another planet, 
bearing some form of life. He has in¬ 
vestigated reports of the objects ever 
since 1955 when a G-46 In vrhich he and 
8 members of the 5th A,F. vrere riding, 
dipped, sputtered oil and lost altitude,

P,C, Bart of 1109 Murphy, a locomotive 
employee of the CNH in Sarnia, Ontarlc^ 
said the objects were not helicopters 
either. He claimed that the noise he 
heard was not the noise of a locomo¬ 
tive, or of any object on the ground. 
Previous to any local reports, i-Ira. 
ThelmayBallentyne of 1115 11th Ave., 
Port Huron, an employee of the Grand 
Trunk ^featem Piallway restaurant 
claimed that she hoard a loud and 
V70lrd sound in the sky. 

Said Krs, Ballentyne: "It sounded 
like a huge dynamo. It was strange 
and different. I heard the sound for 
several minutes, and then it died 
away. It sounded as if It went toward 
the northeast. 

"I Itnoif that It x^asnH a plane, Tho 
sound hovered, I thought, right over 
me, for several minutes before it 
v/ent away. 

Hr, Bart reported to the CKH terminal 
tov;er at about 5,50 a,ra, that he had 
just seen several objects in the sky, 
just east of the I'.odeland aideroad and 
east of the main CNR station. 

Nr, Bart said the five objects were 
moving in a definite formation, on two 
different levels. Beams of vfhlte 
light, he said, shone do^m to tho 
ground like giant flashlights. 

Hr, Bart claims that tVie objects, 
romalnlng in formation, cam© closer 
toward him until he could see them 


clearly. They hovered for at least 5 
minutes, he added, at about four to 
five thousand feet. Then they dis¬ 
appeared to the northeast, 

Edward Baker, CNR tower roan, said ho 
was not able to see any of the objects 
but addod: "I had my yard speaker open 
and got a lot of static interference 
v;hlch we never get from trains or 
planes. The noise v;as entirely nevf to 
me, very strange," 

Kr, Baker said ho knew the sounds that 
trains and planes make. The noise he 
heard was entirely different, ho said, 
Ediirard Koffat and Mr. Abbott, fellow- 
vrorkers with Mr, Baker and Kr, Bart 
had similar stories to tell. All 
agreed It i/as an eerie sensation.

On Jan. 30 it was reported on TV nev/s 
that Russian scientists belloved that, 
some of the people on this ea.rth are 
the descenda^nts of Martian space tro.vel- 
lers, and that intelligent life once 
existed on Kars. If such life did exist 
on Kars then it obviously existed and 
still does on other planets. It is 
bolievod that the two moons of Kars are 
artific5.al; there is good evidence to 
support this claim. In 1877 Asaph Kail, 
an iimerican astronomer, first sav; the 
tV70 moons of Kars. The brightness of 
the two satellites is greater than that 
of Mars, and it has been found that 
Phobos has speeded up. fhis has been 
noted by Sharpies in 1945 and Dr. I.S, 
Shlovslcy in Russia. I'hls satellite is 
only about 64,000 miles from liars, well 
v/lthln the gravity pull of Karo, its 
diameter is about 10 miles; the diameter 
of the other satellite is about 5 miles, 
artificial objects cannot control their 
own pa.the especially v/lthin the gravity 
pull of s, planet.. 

On Deo® 9, 1949, the noted astronomer 
from Japan Tsuneo Saheki, observed a 
gigantic explosion on Mars, a cloud was 
observed from this that extended to a 
height of 40 miles and a diameter of 
70 miles* In recent yoar.s Dr. Slipher 
who v;as in charge of the studios of 
Mars, discovered new ca.nals on Mars, 
one is 1,500 miles long and perfectly 
straight. Many strange lights have boen 
seen on Mara, In the winter of 1936 
Prof, Robert Damlon, an astronomer at 
Cannes, saw in the vault of the sky 
close to Mars, a queer bluish light 
suddenly flare up. It lasted forty sec¬ 
onds, but occurred at regula.r intervals. 
Do powerful vras this light that one 
could read a book by It. It was 8 ,lso 
seen by astronomers in Lyons, Bouthern 
lh:’ance in 1928. On Nove^jber 24, 1894, 
Prof. Pickering o.t Lowell Observatory 
sa,v; a self luminous body above the u’nll- 
luminated part of Mars orb, it vras about 
20 miles from Kars. On Dec.?, 1900, 
Pickering savr a fountain of light play 
for 70 minutes on the orb of Mars.

Lloyd Malian, a professional aviation 
phooographor lias exposed the highly 
publicized photographs of the hidden 
side of the moon as fakes imposed upon 
a s'lllihl© world by the Russians.
